There’s something pretty 
fish about this book. No, but 
seriously, folks . . . 

“Jaws,” you see, i.s about 
this 20-foot great wliite 
shark eating swimmers off a 
Long Island resort *own. No 
one, not even a trouble¬ 
shooting ichthyolog i 1 1, is 
sure what the monster is 
doing out of its depth, as it 
were, or why it lias clir.sen 
to terrorize this particular 
town; but it doesn’t .seem to 
be off its feed and its pro 
scnce is definhely not help¬ 
ing the vacation spot post 
the gooel summer it need-s 
to suia'ive the winter. The 
hero is the town’s chief of 
police, who niu.st struggle 
again,st a corru.pt mayor and 
short - sighted townspeople, 
wantin.g the little matter of 
a man-eatin.g .shark ignored 
in the hopes that the brute 
will swim away, in liis ef¬ 
forts to protect the public at 
whatever cost to tlio rosort’s 
financial condition. On top 
of tills miniscule problem 
(here is for him the ether 
one of tilie ichthyologi.st’s 
landing of hi.s wife (in a 
.scene too embarrassin g 1 y 
childish to even synojisize, I 
must addl. 

And so, the chief, bearing 
these burdens, in despera¬ 
tion hires a fisherman who 
is none other than the late 
Captain Ahab resurrected, 
and- muoh ttie worse for 
wear. They set out, accom¬ 
panied by the phil.andering 
ic'hthy . . . ichthy ... by the 
fisli scientist, to do battle 
with the force of evil made 
fi.sh. 

There has l>een a great 
deal of propaganda out on 
this boc'k about the astrono¬ 
mical prices publishers paid 
for it and about hnw’ it will 
make a mint as a best-.sell- 
er. a bi.g best-seller. But it 
seems to me that a best 
seller ought to be at least 
one of several things: infor¬ 
mative, excitin,g, erotic, sus- 
[ven-seful, funny or boliev- 
abie. And since “Jaws” is 
none of these, it is my con- 
.iecture that it may turn out 
to be the groat publishing 
flop of *he year, foundering 
in the tide of its own inade¬ 
quacies. Rut I suspect tliat 
is wishful thinking on my 
part. 

Tlie book i." perhaps the 
worst written piece of tripe 
it has wer been m.v misfor¬ 
tune to read-. Author Bench- 
ley (grand.son of Robert 
Bencblev, for heaven’s sake!! 
ran actually write lines like, 
"The sea was a.s flat as gel¬ 
atin,” with a straight face. 
And not .just one or two such 
lines, oh no, but paragraphs, 
pages, chapters and, yo.s, a 
book of them. Pv'cn the 
shark i.s a bore. If you want 
to learn about the white 
shark .go .see the good docv.i- 
mentary, “Blue Water, White 
Death.” It is an infinitely 
better portrait of the great¬ 
est killing machine in God’s 
creation, and a creat u r e 
which de.serves much better 
t.han this shambles of a 
novel. But I .seem to be go¬ 
ing a bit overboard. In >fhat 
ease it is my only sorrow 
that T am unable to take all 
the knov/n c.apies of this 
book to the cradle of the 
deep with me.

By the elimination of weeds at this time, together with debris 
and trash, a future fire call to your property and the possi¬ 
bilities of having some of the buildings on the property dam¬ 
aged, may be avoided. 

The Fire Prevention Bureau of the City of Sierra Madre is now 
in the proces of inspecting all properties with posting of un¬ 
improved property in the near future, and then notification of 
elimination of weeds, brush and trash by a certain ‘date. It 
is our hope that you will take care of your own weed problems 
as early as possible. 

Improved properties will be given a 15 day notice for compli¬ 
ance by the owner. Violations of the deadline will be turned 
over to the Los Angeles County District Attorney’s Office. 

Property owners who have been notified could be held liable 
for any damage a fire may cause to surrounding properties. 
Notices of violating properties will be posted and mailed dur¬ 
ing April.

A Warning 
From Fire 
Chief Brown 

A warning that gasoline 
cannot legally be purchased 

or stored — in containers 
except those specificaliy de¬ 
signed for flammable li¬ 
quids was issued today by 
Sierra Madre Fire Chief 
('harles Brown. 

Tile Chief said that the 
department has recei v e d 
numerous inquiries from 
torvice station operators and 
I he public about ijurcihasing 
ga.soline in portable co,n- 
lainers. 

Only metal contai n e r s, 
clearly marked “Gasoline,” 
or containers labeled as “ap¬ 
proved” may be used to hold 
gasoline. 

“We have heard reports 
that people .are buying ga.so- 
linc in 5-gallon water bot¬ 
tles, cut-aparl inner tubes, 
and flimsy plastic cans,” 
said Brown. “.Not only is this 
illegal, but downright un¬ 
wise. Ga.soline is extremely 
dangerous and fumes arc 
easily ignited by a spark or 
unusual heat hounse.” 

He also stated that the 
ITepartment has receiv e d 
complaints that people are 
pumping gasoline into their 
cars at busy .service stations 
wihilo smoking. 

“Under Certain conditions, 
vaporized gasoline explodes 
with the force of several 
pounds of dynamite,” the 
chief said. "Witli crowded 
lining station.s, we can ex- 
|)cct a disaslci if a firt- 
breaks t>ut.”

Di n't 
T have 10 days or something 
in which, I can cancel a con¬ 
tract? 

A. This is a legal ques¬ 
tion and I cannot giv'e ymi 
legal advice. You nuiy want 
to coirsult on attorney about 
the possibilities of cancel¬ 
ling your contract. 

I would like to -say, 
Ihougli, that a lot of pc-ople 
who call us are confused 
about the three-day cancel- 
lalion right which applies 
only to certain door-to-door 
sales and to contracts in 
which, the home is used as 
collateral. 

Most contracts do not have 
a "cooling off period. Know 
what you are doing before 
you sign. 

Q, — I came tujniC to iind 
a note on my door asking 
me to call John at such-and- 
.such a number, “urgent.” I 


called the number and got 
a salesman trying to sell me 
something. Have you ever 
heard of such a low trick? 

A. — It certainly is a rot¬ 
ten trick, especially when it 
alarms someone who.se rela¬ 
tive may he ill or whc.so 
children are away from 
iiome. Unfortunately, I hav<‘ 
hc'ard of it several times be- 
lore. It crops up in different 
variations, hand - car r i e d 
notes or postcards .selling 
anything from oollcct i o n 
services to .school enroll¬ 
ment. 

What I can't understand 
is why any salesman wants 
to luse this techniqui. Wlio is 
going to buy anything from 
a salesman who tricks him 
iH'fore even starting the 
sales pitah? 

Usually, the practice doe;; 
not last long at any partie- 
ular firm. .Recently, one Los 
Angeles company fired one 
of its employees after the 
BBB complained about his 
blind postca'rd inailing.s. B'Ut 
I am .sure someone, some¬ 
where, will try tile .same 
trick again.

The .Secretary 
of HEW and his subordin¬ 
ates will thei? establish 
standards of treatrhent for 
specific illnesses and main¬ 
tain computerizt-d files of 
individiual physicians to see 
if they are “conforming.” 

PSRO is “bad medicine” 
for the doctor and' even 
worse for the patient and his 
right to privacy. The pres¬ 
cription should read” Re¬ 
peal.”

Gasoline Prices 
Up 3c In March 


Southern California mo¬ 
torists will note two gasoline 
price ad-.inst m e n t s this 
month due to price regula¬ 
tion amendments by the 
Federal Energy Office, the 
Internal Revenue Service 
noted. 

Operators of independent 
.service stations — those not 
wholly owned and operated 
by oil comp.anics — will be 
[lermitted to make two price 
changes during March if 
nece.ssary, the IRS .said. Nor¬ 
mally, they arc pc-rmitted 
just one price adjustment 
during the month. 

One of the adju.stments is 
a two cent a gallon i.ncrea.so 
that will go toward the .serv¬ 
ice station’s margin. Tliat in- 
crea.se was aut.iiorizccl by the 
FEO on Feb. 2.5 and was ef¬ 
fective March 1. 

The other adju.stments ;ire 
on cost cihangc.s pa.s.cecl along 
by refino’s.
